Report of Selectmen 


To the Citizens of the Town of Millbury:. 


The Board of Selectmen presents its report and the re- 
ports of the various Town Officers for the year ending 
December 31, 1962. 


In this year of 1963 we will-celebrate our 150th anni- 
versary of the founding of the Town of Millbury which was 
incorporated in the year 1813. The Sesauicentennial Com-: 
mittee has been working industriously for the past three 
years making plans for this forthcoming major event. The 
week of June 17th has been proclaimed by the Board of Sel- 
ectmen as Millbury’s Sesquicentennial Week. There will be 
many interesting and exciting events such as fireworks—a 
parade—sports events—a banquet and reception to name a 
few. We heartily thank all the committees for the hard work 
they contributed towards making this celebration a great 
success. 


We have received many favorable and complimentary 
remarks about the Municipal Parking Lot at the rear of 
the public library which has eased thte parking on Water 
Street and Grove Street both for the Assumption Parish 
and the Centra! School. This year we have added to its 
usefulness by installing a gate in the fence between the 
porkine lot and the Assumption School; also a gate for the 
children of the Central School so that the children can now 
board their busses in the parking lot instead of the busses 
parking on Water Street and Grove Street. We feel this to 
be a great safety factor for the Children. 


We announce the retirement of John M. Hamilton, Vet- 
erans’ Agent of the Town of Millbury for the past 18 years. 
He accepted a position in the State Service Board. John 
has served the town faithfully in many capacities. To name 
a few: He was State Member of the Veterans’ Housing 
Authority on Grafton Street—Housing for the Elderly on 
Pearl Street—Commander of the American Legion Devoe- 
Taylor Post. We wish him continued success in his new 
position. 


Set. William Fallstrom of our Police Department has 
been appointed as the School Safety Officer in charge of the 
Schoo! Crossing Guard Unit that has done a splendid job 
in the safe-guarding of our school children. Sgt. Fallstrom 
will have larger schoo] zone signs erected and larger school 
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CYOss walk signs made for better protection of our school 
children. Praise should be given to Sgt. Fallstrom and his 
School Crossing Guard Unit for the splendid job they are 
doing in all kinds of weather and the small compensation 
they receive for it. 


A central sewage system for the Town of Millbury 
seems to be the most important order of business before us 
in 19638. We would like to review just briefly where we stand 
at the present time relative to this matter. The Town has 
acquired a site for the proposed sewerage plant. It has been 
approved by the State Department of Public Health. The 
engineering is completed for both the plant and all main 
and lateral lines within a radius of a half mile of Millbury 
‘Center; this includes plans and specifications. Engineering- 
wise we are at a point where the Town is ready to start 
construction of this system. The Board of Selectmen has 
had an Enabling Act filed with the General Courts in Boston 
on behalf of the Town by Senator William Fleming. This 
is compulsory before any money can be borrowed outside 
the department limit of the Town. We feel! quite sure that 
we will get favorable action on this Act. 


The Board, after much thought and deliberation, decided 
against asking the Townspeople to approve a bond issue 
for the purpose of starting this project in 1963. This is 
unless the Federal Government makes matching funds avail- 
able (50% of total cost) to the Town at some later date in 
1963: then we would call a special Town Meeting and seek 
permission to proceed with this project. 


The Board of Selectmen have sponsored an article in 
the Annual Town Warrant to purchase a piece of land on 
Washington Street for the purpose of developing a recrea- 
tion and playground area for the children in the Braman- 
ville Section of Town. This site is about six acres in size 
and can be acquired for the sum of $3,000.00. The Town 
Engineer has made a survey of this property and has as- 
sured the Board of Selectmen that land can be developed 
at a minimum of expense. It is upon his advice that we are 
recommending this purchase.

I am convinced and I am sure the Townspeople are 
aware, that no department, business, or other venture can 
be 100 percent efficient with anything less than that amount 
of the necessary facilities. 

During the past year the Police Department’s one cruiser 
operation has been patrolling almost constantly, endeavor- 
ing to reduce our accident ratio, and to curb or deter crime 
in general in our community. A strong indication of this fact

as the forty odd thousand miles put on the cruiser since it 
was put into service on May 10th of 1962, and the fact that 
a great number of Motor Vehicle Law violators have been 
before The Central District Court in Worcester. I feel sure 
that an additional cruiser would increase the efficiency of 
the department tremendously. 


Statistics show from past records that a number of 
complaints relative to malicious damage to personal prop- 
erty, disturbances, and noisy parties are more prevalent in 
the outlying districts. We certainly do consider areas from 
which these particular complaints are made and we do 
‘patrol the areas, however usually when a complaint is re- 
ceived the one cruiser is in another section of town, and by 
the time the cruiser makes its appearance the perpetrators 
have left the scene, we make every effort to determine who 
the responsible persons were, but usually our efforts are 
hindered by lack of descriptive information regarding the 
vehicles used or the persons involved, with a second vehicle 
in operation we would certainly be in a position to afford 
more police protection to the entire community. 


I wish to take this opportunity to express my sincere 
thanks to all other Town Departments for their cooperation 
for the year 1962.

January lst there were two patients at Worcester 
County Sanatorium and two were admitted during the year.

This has been a very active year for the Civil Defense 
Department. Many of our goals have been reached and 
much has been accomplished. We are happy to report the 
purchase of a rescue truck. This truck is now on order with 
the International Truck Company of Worcester and will be 
constructed in accordance with our specifications. Specifica- 
tions call for a four-wheel drive, winch and all the necessary 
mechanical equipment for efficient and safe operation. Truck 
will also be equipped with a two-way radio. This radio will 
be on our local frequency which includes Fire, Police, High- 
way and Civil Defense Departments.

4 I respectfully submit my second gnnual report as Town 
lerk. 


From the first of the year up to the date this report 
was submitted to the printer (December 12, 1962) I have 
received and recorded 106 marriages, 132 births, and 112 
deaths. 


There were issued, 101 marriage licenses of which 59 
were married in Millbury, 24 in Worcester, 7 in Auburn, 4 
in Sutton and Grafton, 2 in Uxbridge, and 1 in each of 
the following Towns; Dudley, Hadley, Northbridge, Paxton, 
Reading, and Spencer. etn 


Of the 132 birth notices received and recorded, 124 were 
born in Worcester, 4 in Northbridge and 1 in each of the 
following Towns; Farmington, Marlboro, STAR | 
Shirley, and Webster. 


Of the 112 deaths recorded 39 died in Millbury, 61-in 
Worcester, 6 in Grafton, and 1 in each of the following; 
New Hampshire, Rhode Island, Maine, Sutton, Rutland, 
Westboro, Charlton, Boylston, Tewksbury, Boston, and 
Monson. 


During the past year my principal concern has been the 
maintenance of true and accurate public records, although 
the facilities for the storage and mantenance of. these 
records is very inadequate and leaves much to be desired 
for their protection against fire and water damage. Many 
of these priceless old records of our heritage are also be- 
ginning to show evidence of wear and tear due to their 
necessary everyday handling over the years. 


It is, therefore, my recommendation that the Town 
of Millbury enter into a program of Micro-filming the 
Town’s records in order to afford positive protection, save 
space, make our older records easily accessible for: ready 
reference, and to make them a truly permanent record.

During this past year this Board has issued approxi- 
mately 110 Zoning Permits. We have approved one Sub- 
division consisting of 8 house lots; and we have signed apm. 
proximately 76 plans as Approval Not Required. . 


The Board has been represented at several meetings held | 
by the Central Massachusetts Regional Planning Study AM 
mittee. 


Throughout the year we have met with Economic De- | 
velopment Associates, Inc. who are preparing, along with 
this Board, a comprehensive Master Plan for the Town of » 
Millbury. The work on this Report is now in the completion 
stages, and many of the articles presented by the Board at ° 
the Annual Town Meeting will be a reflection of this report. 
As a result, the 1963 Annual Town Meeting may be re- 
quested to establish an Urban Renewal Authority, take . 
action towards the installation of a municipal sewerage 
system, and take initial steps required to develop plans for 
the construction of a new elementary schoo!. Requests for 
revisions in tre Town’s Zoning By-Law and map may be 
presented to the Annual Town Meeting, or to a speeial 
meeting at a later date. ss 


The studies conducted for the Millbury Planning Board 
by Economic Development Associates cover a variety of 
municipal subjects and various projections have heen 
made covering population, economic activity, and municipal . 
finance. The background studies which have been completed ° 
are the basis for the development of recommended plans for 
traffic and circulation, scheol requirements and other 
municipal facilities, future Jand use and development pat- 
terns, and a capital improvements program. 


The planning studies will result in the recommendation 
that an Urban Renewal Authority be established. Such an 
authority would undertake a limited program of renewal in 
the Central area of Town and of land assembly in other 
areas to foster economic development. The Central area 
project would possibly involve plans for a new municipal 
office building or Town Hall, a new police station, expansion. 
of parking and improved mercantile facilities. School studies 
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reveal the need for new elementary school facilities in the 
immediate future as well as the need for the replacement of 
certain existing facilities. The plan to be recommended 
makes provision for these with the recommendation that 
initial steps be taken in 1968 to prepare for the construction 
of an elementary school in 1964. 


Revisions will be recommended in the Town’s Zoning 
By-Law and map. These will be designed to give greater 
protection to the individual homeowner and at the same 
timé encourage the possible development of non-residential 
valuations and resulting expansion of the Town’s tax base. ~ 


‘ The method of the Master Plan studies has been to bring 
sabes the various programs for schools, utilities, munici- 
pal facilities, recreation and conservation and zoning 
changes, and to consider each in the light of the other. The 
result will be a guide which should represent an economic 
and realizable means for achieving community goals through 
co-ordinated action, subject to the review and revision 
through the years. 


'*' The development of the Master Plan has been conducted 
atte the direction of and in cooperation with this Planning 
Board.

Report of The School Committee 


To the Citizens of Millbury: 


The School Committee herewith submits its annual report for 
the year ending December 31, 1962. 


The following new salary schedule became effective September 1, 
1962: 


Minimum Maximum 
(1) Bachelor’s Degree .......... $4200 $6100 
(2) Master’s Degree ............ 4400 6300

Effective January 1, 1962, the regular $150 increment was voted 
to all teachers not at maximum. On September 1, 1962, a $100 across- 
the-board increase was granted to all teachers, and those on maximum 
of the present salary schedule were raised to the new maximum. 


A bill which was before the legislature requesting a $4500 mini- 
mum salary was passed and requires that all school committees pay 
a minimum salary of $4500 per year effective January 1, 1963. The 
committee feels that these new laws are going to make education 
more and more costly to the taxpayers in the Commonwealth. 


Open House, an annual event in our schools, was again held in 
November and was well attended by interested parents. 


Major repair work in the various schools was carried out as 
follows: painting the exterior of the Burbank and West Millbury 
Schools and the interior of the Dorothy Manor School; extensive 
repairs to the boilers at the Union and Center Schools and to the 
plaster at the East Millbury School. A new fence and wire window 
guard was erected at the high school and the blacktop of the parking 
lot at the rear of the high school was patched. A 1500-gallon concrete: 
septic tank and a new filter bed was installed at the Burbank School 
to correct a situation that has existed for some time. 


During the past year many valuable reference books have been 
purchasd for the Memorial High School library as well as for the 
library that has been started at the Center School. It is felt now 
that the library is developing into a very satisfactory one and should 
compare favorably with high schools in our area. New machinery has. 
been purchased for the high school industrial arts department and 
new musical instruments have been purchased for the band. We have 
added a new snow blower attachment for the Gravely tractor to be 
used at the Center School and new lawn mowers for the Dorothy 
Manor and Junior High Schools. 


The State has approved reimbursement in the amount of 


$115,390.04 for the year 1962. This amount is returned to the Town 
Treasurer, not to the School Department. 
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The School Committee at the present time is working with the 
Director of Civil Defense for the town of Millbury in planning proper 
event for taking care of our school pupils in the event of enemy 
attack. 


We would like to congratulate Horace Mann students Donna 
Andrews, Douglas Murray, Beverly Norton, Ruth Ann Paine, Joyce 
Perry, Paticia Van Ostrand, Patricia Waskiewicz and Elaine White 
for the excellent record they have maintained while students at the 
‘Millbury Memorial High School. 


During the year, two of our most able and respected teachers 
left our school system to enter retirement—Miss Bernice Gillert and 
Miss Dorothy Murphy. Both have served faithfully in the Millbury 
School System and we want them to know that their service to our 
‘town is deeply appreciated. 


As stated in our previous reports, schcol operation is a tremen- 
dous undertaking. Successful operation could not be accomplished 
‘without the cooperation of the superintendent, principals, teachers, 
school department workers, the various town departments, parents 
cand townspeople. 


The committee thanks everyone for the generous cooperation 
‘given it during the past year; let’s continue to work together to give 
our children the best possible education.

For many years it was the custom to include the reports of @ 
number of the staff members in the Annual Report, but last year 
in the interest of economy and time, they were deleted before publica- 
tion and once again the selectmen have asked that they be omitted. 


It is most important that all of the potential abilities of our 
students have the opportunity to develop to their utmost realization. 
With this aim in view, the Millbury Public Schools are constantly 
enriching their curricula through the revision of courses of study,. 
and by the implementation of new educational programs. 
School Plant 


Millbury has made great progress in the past ten years in up-- 
dating its school plant. Our secondary facilities are adequate for 
the present but the time is coming, in the near future, when some- 
thing will have to be done about the elementary school situation. -We- 
have at this time only two vacant rooms left unoccupied in the 
elementary schools and as our school population increases about..one: 
hundred each year, it does not take much imagination to realize- 
that in the next year or two we will be reaching’ a crisis in our ele-- 
mentary school housing. Nor, I am sure, do I have to point out that. 
many of our present elementary buildings are either over age or: 
are wooden structures unsuitable and unfit, under present day stand-. 
ards, for school use. 


During the past three years the weakened foundation walls of 
the East Millbury School have been replaced and new doors, one new 
ceiling, and cement stairs have been added. The refinishing of the: 
exterior walls and the resurfacing of the roof together with a few 
minor repairs to the interior should take this school out of the 
replaceable category. 


The completion of the new softball field in the Spring of 1963 
should not only make a much needed addition to the physical educa- 
tion plant insofar as our secondary schools are concerned, but should 
help to meet the outdoor recreational needs of the youth of our towns 
who are beyond the Little League status. 


Educational Progress 


During the past year we were compelled to decrease the per- 
sonnel of the guidance department in the high school. Due to a larger 
than normal increase in enrollment, the extra three periods of counsel- 
_ing service, formerly taken care of by Mr. Morano, were dropped in 
order to allow for this unexpected increase. This action was regret- 
ably necessary and will be remedied as soon as it will be practicable. 
All of the other changes made last year in our educational programs 
and services have been continued. Our new thirty station Audio- 
Active-Compare Language Laboratory is now a reality and is being 
used by all of our language teachers. The addition to our speciab 
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“Jass curriculum, which we haye named “Opportunity Class,’”’ was 
started this fall and is now housed in the senior high school where 
these students get all of the advantages of modern educational 
facilities. The experiment with the Hay-Wingo method of teaching 
phonics was completed and is at the present being tried in all four 
grades at the Dorothy Manor School. Should this further test prove 
successful, this system wil! be added to all of the first grades in 
‘September of 1963. This will, of course, not replace, but will supple- 
ment, the present reading method in these grades. Mr. James H. 
‘Q’Leary was appointed to the new position of supervising principal 
of the Center School. Insofar as our report last year concerning our 
being interested in becoming part of a regional vocational school set- 
-up is concerned, we have very positive results to report. We have 
taken all of the preliminary steps necessary and have been assured 
by the member towns of which the Blackstone Valley Regional 
Vocational High School is composed, that, if our town a°ts favorably 
‘on our petition to join this group, we will be accepted. Te selectmen, 
‘upon the favorable report of the committe appointed by the town 
moderator to investigate the feasibility of our joining this project, 
will arrange to have this voted upon by the citizens of the town of 
Millbury. 


In addition to the above, we have started a remedia} and develop- 
-mmental reading program in the Junior High School under Mr. Thowas 
‘“*Q’Neill, a graduate of Holy Cross College who has had previcus 
“teaching experience and who has taken several graduate courses in 
“this field. We also added a freshman foctbali coach to our roster of 
“sgoaches at the request of the head coach, Mr. Matson, the director 
‘wof athletics, Mr. Roach, and the ihgh school principal, Mr. Shaw. 
‘"'This was because the large number of boys going out for football 
'-'sdid not give the head coach and his assistant time to properly teach 
“the beginners the basic fundamentals of football. Last year in the 
senior and junior high schools, in order to promote the participation 
in organized sports by a greater number of pupils, we added intra- - 

‘ mural sports for both boys and girls to our physical educaticn pro- 
‘gram. This year we started a “physical fitness” program in all of 
the e'ementary grades which not only gives us a physical education 
.porgram from grades one through twelve but also helps us to meet 
““Prsident Kennedy’s request that a “physical fitness” program: be 
dnstailed in all schools. In my opinion a good library is second only 
vto a good reading program, and following that philosophy we are 
_«anaking every effort to build good libraries in all of our schools. At 
» t,present under the ‘eadership of Mr. Shaw and the guidance of Mr. 
. Chadwick, the library in Millbury Memorial High School, which serves 
grades seven through twelve, is rapidly becoming a pleasure to behold. 
‘The recent graduates have shown their appreciation of this fact by 
their gifts to the library at graduation time. Mr. O’Leary and the 
Center School teachers have also started a library in the auditorium 
_,of this school and under the slogan “(Watch Me Grow” have embarked 
.,on the proposition that nothing but the best is good enough for us. 
. "These are all healthy signs of good’ sound educational growth and it 
jis our desire to see eventually a good library in every school. Last 
year in the field of music upon the suggestion of Mr. Bruno, our new 
.danstrumental instructor, flutophones were purchased for all fourth 
.... grades and lessons were given each week on the playing of these 
instruments. The following statement taken from Mr. Bruno’s annual 
, report speaks for itself: “The inauguration of flutophone classes in 
.., grade IV has proven ‘to be of great value both in creating interest 
_ anid providing each student with basic music fundamentals. ‘This basic 


-- 


- 
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pre-band instrument also affords the instrumental director the oppor~ 
tunity of detecting musical talent. The effect of these classes should 
soon be realized and I am sure they will be most rewarding.” Last 
year the fifth and sixth grade chorus, under the direction of Miss 
Bowe, and the fifth and sixth grade band, under the leadership of Mr. 
Bruno, put on a very enjoyable and most entertaining concert. This 
will be repeated this year and, in addition, Mr. Bruno has stated that 
the high school Glee Club and band will put on a spring concert this 
year. This summer Mr. Bruno will again have his band classes and 
if the initial adventure last summer is any criterion, then I am sure 
it will be a success. 


There are many other additions anticipated, such as: a science 
preparation room in the high school; remedial reading introduced 
into the elementary curriculum; curriculum revision and revision of. 
courses of study at both the elementary and secondary levels, all ‘of 
these and many more are in the tentative stage at present. 


We have also, at this writing, just about completed our plans 
for the evacuation of all of the pupils from our buildings to their: 
homes in the advent of a warning of an impending nuclear attack. 
As soon as these plans are completed all parents, civilian defense: 
leaders, local papers and bus drivers will be informed and, weather 
permitting, a trial run will be made. 


Teaching Staff 


The new teachers’ salary schedule should prove both beneficial’ 
in securing new teachers and in holding those that we have. Once- 
again we will be able to feel secure in the knowledge that although 
we are not at the top quartile, neither are we at the lowest, and only 
a few of our neighboring towns will be able to offer greater induce- 
ments, financially or otherwise. 


We have also officially recognized heads of departments who will 
receive remuneration for this service commensurate with that offered 
by neighboring towns. 


The teachers in turn will be expected to improve their educa- 
tional status by taking courses for professional improvement. At least 
six credits must be earned in every three-year period in order to 
receive yearly increments and advancement to the next three-step: 
plateau on the climb towards the maximum pay. Three of these credits 
must be earned on the academic or graduate level. The remaining” 
three may be earned through work on curriculum building, course of 
study revision, or by taking in-service courses. 


In-service courses are at present being planned in reading and 
in modern mathematics. 


Changes in Staff 


Special recognition should be made of the retirement of Mrs. 
Bernice Gillert on June 21, 1962, teacher of grade three in the Prov- 
idence Street School for the past five years and for nine years as 
first and second grade teacher at the Burbank School. Also to Miss 
Dorothy Murphy whose retirement took place on December 21, 1962, 
teacher for the past forty-two consecutive years—twenty-four ears 
as teacher of grade two at the Providence Street School and eighteen 
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years as teacher of grades one and two at the Burbenk School. To 
‘both of these teachers we congratulate you on the splendid records you 
‘leave behind you and we all sincerely thank you for jobs well done. 


May we wish you health and happiness in your retirement.

Report of Mr. Raymond EF. Shaw 
High and Junior High School Principal 


When school opened on September 5, 1962 we had an enrollment 
of 485 pupils in grades 10-12. As a result of this increasing enroll- 
ment new problems and requirements are imposed on our educational 
system. One of these is the addition to and changes in our professional 

staff. 


During the past year Mr. Thomas Romano was transferred from 
the Junior High School to the Senior High Schoo! to teach French 
and Latin, replacing Mr. Victor Morano who resigned to take a 
’ position with the Natural History Museum of Worcester; Miss Judith 
. Leonard, a graduate of the Univerity of Massachusetts, was appointed 
to teach English and Spanish; Miss Joan Peterson, a.graduate of 
the University of Massachuetts, was appointed to teach Junior 
English, formerly taught by Miss Elizabeth Walsh who resigned 
to take a similar position in the Framingham school system. Mr. John 
White, a graduate of Worcester State College, was appointed as a 
teacher.of Commercial Geography and Consumer Economics, replac- 
ing Mr. Philip Philip who resigned to accept a position in the 
Waltham. school system. Mr. Joseph Kucharski, a graduate of Holy 
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Cross College, was appointed as an instructor of biology, formerly 
taught by Mrs. Linda Brennan. Mr. Robert Miles, a graduate of 
Clark University, was appointed to teach Senior English, formerly 
taught by Miss Mona Quane who resigned to return to Ireland. 


The Junior High School opened on September 5, 1962 with an 
enrollment of 500. Changes in this faculty were also made. Miss 
Sandra Mandaro, a graduate of Clark University, was appointed to 
teach English in the eighth grade formerly taught by Mr. Romano 
who was transferred to the Senior High School.

Mr. Thomas Moschos, a graduate of 
the University of Massachusetts, was appointed to teach science and 
mathematics, replacing Mr. Francis Kujawski who has resigned to 
enter private business. Mrs. Barbara Johnson, a graduate of the 
Massachuetts College of Art, was appointed to succeed Miss Johanna 
Sayre as teacher of Art in the Junior and Senior High School. Mr. 
Thomas O’Neill, a graduate of Holy Cross College, was appointed to 
teach Developmental Reading. We welcome these teachers to our 
junior and senior high school faculties and extend our best wishes 
for a successful and happy future.

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Report of the 
Finance Committee 


To the Citizens of Millbury: 

- ‘The Finance Committee respectfully submits its annual report 
and recommendations to the citizens of Millbury. 

_. Like perennial forecasters of gloom, it is our unhappy task to 
inform you that we are faced with a substantial rise in the taxes 
again. this year. 

‘The major increase is in the school budget, which is $59,456.79 
over last year’s budget figure—this represents a tax increase of 
$6.60 per $1,000 assessed valuation. 

. The Board of Health budget has increased $19,360 which is the 
result of a raise in the garbage collection contract of $9,360 per 
year and the inclusion in their budget of the hospitalization fund for 
the Worcester County Sanatorium of $10,000. Although the Board 
had no control over these items, they do represent an increase of 
$2.15 per $1,000 in taxes. 

Our E and D account is $24,000 lower than last year’s which 
means we have that much less “Free Cash” to apply toward reducing 
taxes this year. 

With these things in mind, we have endeavored to arrive at an 
equitable budget. 

If the recommendations of the Finance Committee are followed, 
‘tthe tax rate for 1963 will be approximately $118 per $1,000 assessed 
valuation; an increase of $10 per $1,000.
